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Skf.tc  H  of  a  Tour  through  the  dif¬ 
ferent  Pro'innces  ^North  America; 
rjjith  a  particular  Defcription  of  Bodon, 
find  a  curious  Account  of  the  Manners  and 
Principles  of  the  People  o/Malfachufctt’s 
Bay. — In  a  Letter  from  an  Officer  in  his 
Majeflys  Service  at  New- York  ;  wrote 
about  the  beginning  of  the  prefent  Troubles 
in  the  Colonies, 

•  Dear  Sir, 

T  is  fome  confolation  to  me  to  think 
(and  a  thought  I  am  willing  to  in¬ 
dulge)  that  your  long  filence,  and  feem- 
ing  negledt  of  your  poor  exiled  friend,  has 
been  owing  to  bufinefs  rather  than  to  want 
of  affet^ion.  1  know  but  too  well  you 
have  had  melancholy  fccnes  to  employ 
you,  and  bufy  ones  I  fuppofe  you  muft 
have  had  in  your  cle(5lion. — As  for  me, 
wearied  to  death  of  feeing  nothing  but 
fnow  for  eight  months,  inceflTant  rain  for 
one,  and  intolerable  heat  the  other  three, 
I  rclolved  to  vary  the  feene,  and  fake  re¬ 
fuge  in  fome  more  civilifed,  or  rather  l»-fs 
favage  part  of  the  country.  I  quitted  Ca¬ 
nada  without  the  lead  degree  .of  regret, 
and,  in  my  way  hither,  have  traverfed  600 
or  700  miles  of  lakes,  woods,  and  de- 
fcrls.  Since  then  1  have  fecn  the  colonics 
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of  Connecticut,  Rhode  Ifland,  Maflachuf- 
fct*s  Bay,  and  New  Ilampfliire-,  in  Ihort, 
all  New  England ;  have  been  in  every 
town  and  every  part,  as  if  1  defigned  to 
draw  a  map  of  the  country  ;  mixed  with 
the  people,  and  examined  their  natural  dif- . 
poiition  and  genius,  their  peculiarities  (in 
which  they  exceed  all  others),  their  cuf- 
toms,  manners,  &c.  as  if  I  purpofed  wri-r 
ting  their  hillory.  •  1  have  been  over  moft . 
part  of  the  province  of  New.  York,  thc' 
Jerfeys,  PennfylvaHia,and  was  intent  upon 
continuing  my  progiefseven  to  New'Or- 
leans,  when  1  received  an  order  to  return  > 
to  New- York,  where  I  have  been  detained . 
upon  regimental  hunnefs  all  the  winter.  . 

Thus  was  an  end  put  to  my  improving  . 
travels  through  this  poliflied  country,  of 
which  I  thought  to  have  made  thc  grand  ‘ 
tour— nay  you  may  laugh,  but  I  atfure 
you  they  begin  to  look  upon  it  as  a  iicccf- 
iary  part  of  modern  education,  and  a  • 
number  of  young  gentlemen  of  fortune 
came  over  liiis  liimmcr  to  travel  and  fee 
the  country.  In  fadt  there  is  as  great  a. 
difference  in  the  climates  of  the  fcveral 
provinces  of  Ametica,  and  in  the  man*  • 
ners,  cuffoms,  genius,  and  difpofition  of 
their  inhabitants,  as  there  can  be  in  the 
dilTercut  kingdoms  and  dates  of  Europe,  1 
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(tlu>*  It  iTiiitl  l>c  allowed  not  quite  fo  well 
wortli  ftud\ln^.) — 'riiey  letin  toagrccin 
one  tliliivj  liowevrr,  which  is  a  hearty  dil- 
atfe^tiun  the  Krilifh  govcrn;ucKt»  and  a 
deterruiiicd  rcfi>Iutioi»  to  lliake  it  ott  when¬ 
ever  they  hive  an  opportunity.  'I'he  mod 
violent  in  *Iii<  rdpc^lt  are  ilie  people  ot 
New- lvi;,l.uid,  and  particularly  ot  the 
town  oi  Horton.  As  their  behaviour  has 
made,  .tnd  coali.rues  to  make,.*  great  noife 
at  hinnc,  1  llioupht  to  have  given  you  long 
a.goan  .iccf"n:'il  of  my  jaunt  to  Ncw-Kiig- 
lan  !,  ;;iit.l  the  ohrei  vnllonj,  ]  made  there — 
and  perliaps  even  now  it  may  not  be  un- 
acccpta’ole.— I'o  prcpaic  myUlt  for  this 
expedition,  I  laid  aliJe  my  eock^de  anti 
red  clt'ath«,  as  well  to  avoid  infults  as  to 
heir  tlir  people  fpe.ik  their  fenlinicnts 
wiilpuit  diiguiie.  I'he  weather  being  ex¬ 
tremely  f.:!try,  and  the  roads  very  bad  to 
IloHon,  1  r<  foived  to  go  by  water,  and 
.iccordingly  embarked  in  a  (loop  bound 
to  Nrwporr.in  Kliode  llland.  'Hhis  paf* 
fage.  computtil  75  leagues,  is  exceedingly 
pleai  irit.  It  is,  moll  part  of  the  way,  a 
narrow  Ibait  formetl  by  Long-IIlind, 
wh’ch  exteiuls  140  miles  paral’el  to  the 
infill  ;  fo  that  yon  have  a  pleafant  pro- 
jpert  of  the  country  on  each  hde.  1  was 
f(*ruinate  enough  to  get  to  Newport  in 
2;  hours,  a  fiirpriiing  quick  pallage — 
d'his  town  is  ilu- capital  of  the  govern¬ 
ment  ol  Ivliode- llland,  aiul  very  confnlcr- 
able,  b'ltn  ftir  its  li/e  and  tratle.  It  con- 
fifls  of  one  llrcet  above  a  mile  in  length, 
and  peiTcvlly  flr.hghr,  which  would  have 
Iveen  rxltrmely  handfome,  but  that  it  is 
too  narrow.  However,  if  the  town  lias 
milhing  extraoidtnary  to  rccomiiuiul  it, 
the  lelt  t>f  the  illand  mskes  ampleamends ; 
for  it  is  the  nmft  beaut  Ifni  I  ever  law.  I 
Ihould  fiippofe  it  ti>  be  about  tliirty  miles 
in  circumtvreucr,  fuuated  in  the  noddle 
of  .1  b.iy  that  runs  pietty  deep  into  the 
main  land,  and  furrounded  by  a  number 
of  fmalier  illands,  all  exceedingly  fertile 
and  well  improved.  It  is  itfclf  the  moft 
fciti'e  fp('t,  and  produces  the  larpcil  cat¬ 
tle  in  Americt  I  have  fecn  oxen  there 
oftvv-  lily  hundroil  weight. 

'rpete  is  little  or  iio  com  railed  here, 
owing  cither  to  I  lie  igntn  ance  or  lazineliof 
ihc  inh.abitants;  but  thl«i,  tho*  a  great  lofs 
to  them,  is  a  great  atUlition  to  ih.c  beauty 
of  the  illand;  for  the  gently-riiicg  hills 
aic  l.ud  out  in  cxtenfive  ibcf  p-walks,  and 
the  lower  grounds  in  ric.tdviws  and  paf- 
tures,  divided  .and  inclokd  with  fine 
hedge,  or  fume  walls,  and  planted  with 
foreft  tiers.  Tiic  hills  ccininaud  a  pro- 


fpeift  of  infinite  beauty,  variety,  and  ex¬ 
tent  ;  the  bay,  crowded  with  thefe  iertilc 
illands,  is  every- where  navigable  between 
them,  and  the  main  land  w'hich  furrounds 
thi»  bay  is  a  ricii  w'ell  fettled  country.  In 
fliort,  Rhode  Illand  is  under  the  greatdl 
obligations  to  nature  for  climate,  foil,  and 
lituation,  and  has  had  fufficient  alliftancc 
from  art  to  render  it  one  of  the  pleafan- 
tefl  fpots  in  America  — Having  fatisfietl 
my  ciiriolity  I.ere,  1  went  on  to  Provi¬ 
dence,  a  town  upon  the  continent,  ly¬ 
ing  three  or  four  miles  up  a  creek  at  the 
bottom  of  the  bay.  I  nis  petit  voyage 
v\  Ifcli  I  performed  in  a  fail-bc.at,  coft  me 
but  three  hours,  tho’  above  thirty  miles, 
and,  you  muft  imagine,  mull  have  been 
tlclightful.  Providence  is  a  forry  looking 
town,  not  above  halt  as  large  as  Newport, 
but  pofi'elled  however  ofabrilk.  trade,  and 
likely  to  floiirilh.  From  hence  to  Rofton 
is  forty  five  miles,  which  1  wmnt.  in  one 
day,  in  a  very  good  ftagc-coach,  two  of 
which  conftantly  ply  between  thefe  towns, 
Bofton,  tho*  not  honoured  with  the  title 
of  a  city,  met  its  it,  in  my  opinion,  as 
miicli  as  any  town  in  North-America.  It 
is  large,  and  fuppefed  to  contain  above 
2«,oco  inliabitants.  The  fituation  of  the 
town  is  very  pretty  ;  built  upon  a  penin- 
fuia  that  communicates  w'ith  the  conti¬ 
nent  by  a  very  narrow  ifthmus  ;  the  mal.n 
land  tlrctches  out  in  a  circular  manner, 
and  furrounds  two-thirds  of  it,  leaving  a 
channel  of  about  half  a  mile  broad,  ca¬ 
pable  of  receiving  veliels  in  every  part. 
The  pcninfula  itfclf  is  of  an  oval  form, 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  long,  and  a  mile 
broad  ;  in  the  middle  of  it  is  a  fmall  high 
hill,  called  Beacon-hill,  from  the  foot  of 
which  to  the  water-edge  is  built  the  town, 
fnrrounding  three-fourths  of  it  in  form 
of  a  crefeent. — From  this  defeription  you 
fee  that  tlic  town  muft  be  very  irregular ; 
moft  of  the  ftrccts  are  narrow  and  crook- 
e»l,  but  the  houfes  arc  in  general  good, 
many  of  them  very  hiTidfome.  TIt  mer¬ 
chants  houfes  lie  by  the  water  licle,  and 
have  all  i»f  ilicm  wharfs ;  fo  tiiat  the  town 
is  quite  funoundtd  with  Ihipping.  That 
called  tlie  long-wharf  is  the  moll  remark¬ 
able  ;  it  extends  1600  feet  into  the  har- 
bour,is  built  all  the\vay  withftorc-houfes, 
and  generally  crouded  from  end  to  end 
with  vefTels.  The  trade  of  this  place 
iv  certainly  very  great,  and  has  been  much 
more  fo,  till  checked  by  their  jealoufie* 
and  bickerings  with  the  mother-country. 
Many  of  the  ftreets  have  a  row'  of  fine 
pld  trees  on  each  fide,  and  moft  of  the 
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hoiifes  pretty  garJrns,  planted  with  fruit- 
tree*  ;  this  makes  the  town  cool  and  plea- 
fant,  and  adds  greatly  to  Che  beauty  of 
the  different  views  you  have  of  it.  There 
is  no  other  town,  perha\)s,  in  the  world 
that  has  fuch  a  hill  in  the  center  of  it  as 
Beacon-hill ;  it  is  fmall  at  the  baf;,  and 
tapers  up  to  a  point  like  a  fugar  loaf,  high 
enough  to  command  the  grandeft  and 
moft  beautiful  profpedf  in  nature.  It  over¬ 
looks  every  part  of  the  town,  which,  from 
the  peculiarity  of  its  form,  the  goodnefs 
of  its  buildings,  intermixed  with  ihady 
trees  and  gardens,  the  number  of  elegant 
fpircs  afid  ftecples,  and  the  quantity  of 
tliipping  in  the  harbour  and  wharfs  all 
round  it,  has  a  molt  captivating  appear¬ 
ance.  On  one  l»and  is  a  view  of  the  har¬ 
bour,  and  the  main  ocean  beyond  it,  and 
of  Fort  VVilliani,  a  tolcraliiy  Itrong  forti¬ 
fication,  ere6te<i  in  an  iflaud  at  the  mtnitb 
of  the  harhour,  to  defend  the  entrance, 
mounted  with  laopicccsofcaimon, and, till 
ll»u“  King’s  troops  arrived,  guariicd  by  50 
men,  railed  and  maintained  at  the  cxpeiicc 
c'f  tile  town.  The  beauty  of  this^  harbour 
is  much  incrcaled  by  a  number  cf  fmall 
ill  inds  which  lie  in  clulters  at  the  mouth 
cf  it,  and  by  a  filhing-town  fituated  upon 
oneiof  them,  which  lies  fo  low  that  the 
hoid>s  appear  to  be  built  in  the  water. — 
On  the  other  hand  is  a  molt  extenfive  pro- 
fnec'd  of  a  country  highly  ornamented  by 
iiainre,  and  finely  planted  and  improved  ; 
a  prolpe<5t  that  takes  in  all  the  beauties 
that  wood,  water,  and  a  fertile  foil  can 
produce,  with  a  nurober  of  chat  ming  vil¬ 
lages  and  gentlemen’s  feats, laid  out  wirh 
a  degree  of  tafle  and  elegance  that  would 
do  honour  to  Old  England. — This  place 
(New'  Engl.and  in  general  I  mean)  is,  like 
its  parent,  remarkable  for  the  hofpitality, 
the  fincerity,  and  the  love  of  liberty,  that 
predominate  in  the  breads  of  its  inhabi¬ 
tants. — Would  to  Cod  that  fame  fpirit  of 
liberty,  fo  impatient  of  coiitroul,  and  of 
Use  lealt  infringement  of  natural  rights, 
that  fpirit  which  has  lo  often  ret'eued  the 
mother-country  from  thejaws  of  arbitra¬ 
ry  power,  may  not  involve  her  beauteous, 
her  floiirilhing  offspring  in  ruin  I  The 
[)rcrent  ciieumriaiices  of  this  colony,  ahd 
the  dilpolition  of  the  inhabitants,  lead  me 
to  this  rtflcclion.  They  look  upon  it 
that  the  Eu'jlilli  Parliament  have  infringed 
their  charter,  and  .made  a  dirert  attack 
upon  their  liberties,  by  the  late  impofuion 
«>f  taxes  and  duties  ;  that  they  no  longer 
confidcr  them  as  a  free  people,  w'ho  have 
a  right  to  difpnfc  of  their  own  property, 


but  would  treat  them  like  Haves,  by  load¬ 
ing  them  with  impofitions  in  an  arbitrary 
manner,  without  allowing  them  any  (hare 
in  the  legillature,  without  allowing  them 
any  lharcin  the  difpofal  of  their  properties; 
and  they  are  relulvcd  to  go  any  lengths, 
run  any  riil^s,  rather  lluN  iubmit  to  it. 
How  far  they  may  be  right,  J  fliall  not 
pretend  to  fay  ;  but  tins  feems  to  be  the 
general  refolution,  not  only  of  the  lower 
order,  who  are  violent  upon  all  occafiuns, 
but  of  every  degree  from  higheft  to  low- 
ell.  The  unailvil'ed,  ill-juJged  affair  of  the 
Stamp-a^t,  too  haftily  enacted,  too  haflily 
repealed,  hasmade  an  impiefiion,andgivrn 
an  cncourageinent,  th^it  may  have  fatal 
confequcnces.  'Ihcy  flatter  themfeivcs 
the  fame  oppolition  will  have  the  fame  fuc- 
cei8,  and  that  henceforth  a  riot  is  the  fnre 
vv.ay  to  obtain  a  repeal  of  any  law  that 
<lirpleafes  them.  Mobs  are  pretty  much 
the  fame  in  all  countries  ;  the  commtm 
people,  void  of  reHeCliou,  greedy  of  no¬ 
velty,  and  who  have  nothing  fo  lofe,  are, 
like  tinder,  ready  to  catch  fire  upon  all 
occalions — and  unfortunately  this  poor 
town  wants  not  incendiaries  to  apply  the 
toich  ot  ledition.  In  London  a  Wilkes^ 
and  in  Dublin  a  Lucas,  have  made  a  bnf- 
tle  in  the  caufr  of  liberty,  perhaps  with 
fome  degree  of  merit — but  here  an  Utia, 
a  Culhing,  and  a  Hancock,  without  any 
Hiare  of  fenfe  cr  elevernefs,  have  be!lowe<l 
outdicentioufnels  to  the  deluded  people, 
and  done  real  hurt  in  endeavouring  to 
avoid  imaginary  evils.  They  were  the. 
caufe  of  the  late  riot,  and  the  prtfent 
dilaffeClion. — Trivial  circumflances  have 
fometimes  great  confcqutnccs  ;  a  woial, 
a  term,  conveys  ideas  to  the  mind  that 
hare  wonderful  cfleCts  upon  the  pallions. 
A  Hoop  belonging  to  Hancock,  named  the 
Liberty,  enters  the  harbour  laden  with 
wine,  rcfolvcd  to  pay  no  duty.  The  cuf- 
tom  houle  olliccr  goes  aboaid  ;  they  lay 
violent  hands  on  him,  lock  him  up  in  the 
cabbiu)  and  run  their  caigo:— flic  after¬ 
wards  takes  in  a  lading  of  oil,  makes  tro 
entr  ies,  pays  no  cuftor.io — the  officers  ftizc 
hrr,  arid,  for  fear  of  a  refeue,  lay  her  along 
fide  the  man  of  war  in  the  harbour  for 
fecurity.  Hancock  in  a  rage  calls  to  his 
friends,  that  Liberty’s  attacked.  Liberty’s 
in  danger — all  rife  in  defence  of  Liberty. 
Thd  colltClor  and  his  fon,  the  comptrol¬ 
ler,  an«4  the  infpeCrnV,  arc  beaten,  and 
narrowly  cfca(>e  with  their  lives  ;  the  mob 
proceed  to  many  outr^es,  fearch  every- 
where  for  ttie  Commifluniers  with  a  de¬ 
clared  intention  to  nQur()er  Uicm, 
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tlicrri  to  fly  ahoaril  the  mm  of  w  ar  for  pro- 
.iiul  f\vc.irtiir\  nrvtr  lii.'ll  return.

the  farce  to  ridiculous  lengths.  No  car- 
li.age  or  norie  is  allowed  to  go  out  on  the 
S  lUbath-day  upon  any  account  whatever. 
Whoever  attempts  it  is  immediately  Hop¬ 
ped,  and  carried  before  a  Magiftiate, 
vvl.cn  he  is  obliged  to  pay  a  coufiderablc 
fine,  And  t{»  return  from  whence  he  came. 
It  is  luld  profane  to  walk  the  Hreets,  and 
you  cannot  have  your  barber  or  bair-dref- 
fer  to  aitciul  you  on  the  Lord’s-day  ;  it 
you  are  caught  there  (except  going  to 
met  ting)  y»>u  are  Hoppetl,  fined,  and  ob¬ 
liged  to  go  home  dirciftly.  The  wardens 
appointeil  to  palrole  the  Hiects  for  this 
juupijfe,  ferved  (Governor  Bernard  once  in 
tliis  manner.  This  was  a  Hrong  inHanee  of 
tlicir  ftriclnefs  ;  but  1  believe  they  were 
pi  <d  of  the  opportunity,  for  they  would 
looner  treat  him  with  dilVefped  than  any 
boily.  Their  fiiH  dillike  to  him  proceeded 
from  the  aft'air  of  the  Siainp-ad,  wdicn  he 
cndt.ivoured  to  obey  bis  Majerty’s  com- 
in.mils,  ai’d  put  the  ads  cU'  Parliament  into 
exvcution.  Prom  thence  he  became  v>b- 
nosious  to  the  people,  who  aflerwarda 
oppokil  him  up('n  all  occanuns,  and  trea¬ 
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ted  him  with  the  utmoft  diliefpcc^t  and 
imkemey  ;  but  he  icmains  unmoved, 
and  ha?  purfued  his  plan  with  a  ttcadinels 
iniidi  ti)  be  ailinircd.  ]  tliink  him  aclear, 
knlible,  rvfoiute  man;  but  he  has  one 
gie.it  failing,  which  has  contributed, 

}  cihaj-;.,  as  much  u»  the  nniverfal  diflike 
aiu!  diliefped  ol  the  people,  as  the  mea- 
ftncG  oi  luj  admiuifiration.  I  mean  ava¬ 
rice.  'riiis  paflioii  has  not  been  In  Hrong 
It)  rair\  him  tt)  any  ot  injultice  or 
('pr^efiicn,  but  h.i.i  led  liim  to  a  thoufand 
in^.imiiiks  that  Iclbcm  him  m  the  eyes  of 
t.  evi*i;d.  Hit  tible,  his  equipage,  ini 
.’ppear.'ii.cc  in  every  particular,  isinfinite- 
Iv  p.ci.tath  the  chginly  of  liiseniploynunt. 
ill.  iiiciids  may  urge  the  brgtucfs  of  his 
iarc.’iy,  ami  the  imallnefs  of  his  foitune, 
in  !)ise.\cnfe — bulitcan  iiever  beallowcd, 
tli.it  -  m  Uik  private circuinftanceslhould

—  that,  where  there  is  a  royal  allowance 
tt'  luppmt  the  dignity  of  a  Governor,  it 
I'^c.li  be  ri’tirelv  appropriated  to  the  ulc 
v  i  ins  V.  iic  and  ci'.ildrcu.  Polie.y  recnires 
a  m.in  in  a  public  Hatioii  to  keep  up  a 
cfitiin  Hate  .uid  ihew;  it  awes  and  ha?  a 
gtc.i:  erted  upon  the  common  people, 
-aI)  ht  Ipitable  table  is  equally  neccflary, 
Givv  tl  eating  and  drinking  gain  more  in- 
terclt  than  a  thoufand  virtues.  Santa 
Cru7,  the  Spaniard,  who  was  a  fine  puli* 
tici  III  as  well  as  general,  talks  of  a  good 
t*l'!:  as  inudpciifable  ;  ar.d  fays  it  cannot 
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fAil  of  miking  a  number  of  fricmls.  Xe¬ 
nophon,  in  his  life  of  Cyrus  the  Great,  is 
of  the  fame  opinion.  It  cas  by  this  that 
Artaxerxes  Longiniannus  pained  the  love 
of  his  fubjedts;  and  that  Cicero,  when 
Proconful  of  Sicily,  preferved  the  good¬ 
will  of  that  people — but,  if  I  fay  any  more 
upon  this  fubjei^,  you  will  think  me  a 
gluttou  ;  fo  i  have  done. 

A  long  letter,  like  a  long  ftory,  if  not 
very  witty  or  very  intcrefting,  becomes 
tirefome  ;  as  mine  mult  have  very  near 
put  you  to  lleep  by  this  time,  1  will  wifli 
you  a  good  night.

Notwithstanding  the  rrepi- 

rations  that  had  already  been  made 
for  the  embarkation,  and  the  aililtance 
atibtded  by  tlic  crews  of  near  300  vcflels, 
yet  fuch  are  the  unavoidable  delays  inci¬ 
dent  to  fuch  operations  when  at  all  ex- 
tenlivc,  that  it  was  not  until  the  23d  of 
July  that  the  fleet  and  army  were  able  to 
depart  from  Sandy  Hook.  In  order  more 
efte^fually  to  perplex  and  deceive  the 
enemy,  the  (General  ordered  feme  tranf- 
poris,  with  a  fliip  cut  down  to  a«5l  as  a 
floating  battery,  up  the  North  Kiver,  a 
little  before  the  embarkation  was  coin- 
plcated  ;  a  feint  which  fucceeded  fo  far  as 
to  induce  VValhington  to  detach  a  con- 
fidcrahle  body  of  his  aimy  actofs  that 
river. 

'Fhe  bircc  that  embarked  upon  tl  e  ex¬ 
pedition  eonfified  ot  36  IJiIiilh  and  Hcf* 
iiaii  battalions,  including  the  light  infan¬ 
try  and  grenadiers,  witii  a  powerful  ar¬ 
tillery,  a  Ncw-Yvirk  corps  called  the 
Qllt’cids  Rangers,  and  a  reg.imcnt  of  light 
hiirie.  Scvenictu  battalion:;,  with  a 
regiment  of  light  horfe,  and  the  remain¬ 
der  uf  the  new  Piovjnciai  c<’rps,  were 
ItU  for  the  protect. or.  c-f  New-Vork 
and  thej adjoining  iflands.  Ki.odc  ICand 
was  occupied  by  feven  bait  iiims.  So 
much  was  the  adtive  force  1 1  the  army 
reltraincd  by  the  vioflinioii,  which  it 
WM8,  however,  indifpenrAbly  neceflaiyto 
hold  of  thefc  import?!)!  poll:?.  Jtis  laid, 
that  the  General  inter ded  to  have  taken 
a  greater  force  with  him  upon  tlic ‘expe¬ 
dition  ;  but  that,  upon  the  reprefenta- 
tion  of  General  Clinton,  who  was  to 
command  in  his  abftiice,  of  the  danger 
to  which  the  iliands  w’ould  be  expofed, 
trum  the  cxunlivcuels  of  their  coalts,  and 
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the  great  number  of  ports  that  were 
necefl.irily  to  be  maintained,  lic  acknow  ¬ 
ledged  the  force  of  thefe  arguments  by 
relanding  fevcral  regiments. 

Whilll  both  General  Wafhington  am! 
the  Congrefs  were  fufflcicntly  engaged, 
by  tlieir  attention  to  the  movements,  and 
apprcheidion  of  thedefigns,  of  the  power¬ 
ful  licet  and  army  w  hie!)  was  conducted 
by  the  brother  Commanders  and  Cominif- 
fioners,  the  rapid  progrefs  of  General 
Burgoyne  *>0  the  fide  of  the  Lakes,  and 
the  unaccountable  conduiJf  of  their  own 
commanders  in  abandoning  Ticondc- 
roga,  were  events  fo  alarming  and  un- 
expeded,  that  they  could  not  f.iil  to  per¬ 
plex  their  councils,  and  conliderably  to 
impede  their  defenlive  preparations  in 
other  parts.  The  Congrefs  behaved  with 
firmnefs  in  this  exigency.  They  imme¬ 
diately  iflued  orders  for  a  recal  to  head- 
qinrters,  and  an  inquiry  into  the  conduct 
of  the  general  officers  who  had  abandon¬ 
ed  'ricoadeioga  ;  they  directed  VVafh- 
ingtou  to  appoint  other  commanders  ; 
and  they  llkew'ifc  directed  him  to  fum- 
mon  fuel)  numbers  of  the  militia  from 
the  caftern  and  central  provinces,  for  the 
northern  fervice,  as  he  Ihoiilddcem  fuffi- 
cieni  fur  reftraiuing  the  progrefs  of  the 
enemy. 

The  voyage  w^as  far  fropi  being  favour¬ 
able  to  the  licet  and  army  engaged  on 
the  expedition.  It  curt  them  a  week  to 
gain  the  Cape.s  of  Del  )W’a»  e.  The  infoi  - 
mation  which  the  commanders  nccived 
there,  of  the  rncafum  taken  by  tlic  ere- 
my  for  rendering  tlic  nav!j^;alion  of  that 
river  impraflticable,  aflonled  •fo  little  en¬ 
couragement  to  the  profecution  of  their 
defigu  liy  that  wav,  that  it  was  given  up, 
and  a  palTage  by  Cbefapeak  Bay,  to  that 
pirt  of  Maryland  which  lies  to  the  call  of 
that  vak  inlet,  aiul  not  at  a  very  great 
didaiiee  to  the  fouth-weft  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  was  adopted  in  its  pl.acc,  as  prefent- 
iiig  fewer  obftacUs  to  their  opei.it bins. 
7’hc  wiruls  were  fo  contrR’'y  in  this  part 
of  the  voyage,  that  the  middle  of  Aiiguft 
was  turned  before  they  entered  Cht fa- 
peak  Bay  ;  a  circumflancc  highly  incon- 
venieiu  and  iikfonie  in  that  hot  fcafon  of 
the  year,  with  fo  great  a  number  of  men 
and  hoi  ff  s  crowdeil  and  cooped  up  in  the 
vdfels  ;  but  which  mult  have  been  at¬ 
tended  with  the  raoft  fatal  confcqucnces, 
if  the  forefight  of  the  commanders  had 
not  guarded  againft  every  event  by  the 
unbounded  provifson  they  had  made  for 
the  voyage;  as  a  failure  in  any  one  article, 
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rvcn  that  cf  wntrr,  wouM  have  been 
•^ri'bablv  irremediable. 

The  winds  ioitunately  proved  f.iir  in 
the  Bay,  To  that  the  flet  t  y.iined  the 
•mo^th  of  the  River  Elk,  near  it-»  txtre- 
r'.i»y,  in  fafety,  through  a  molt  intricate 
anil  dangerous  navigation  bn*  fnch  a 
Tnultitiulc  of  velfcls,  in  which  the  Admi¬ 
ral  j  Cl  formed  the  different  parts  of  a 
commander,  infeiior  cfficcr,  and  pilot, 
wiih  his  ufual  ability  and  perfeverance. 
Having  proceeded  up  the  Elk  as  tar  as  it 
was  capable  cf  admitting  their  paffage, 
the  aimy  was  at  lenglli  relievcil  trom  its 
long  and  tircloine  confinement  on  board 
the  traidpoit'i,  being  landed  without  any 
oppofilion  at  FJk  Ferry,  in  a  degree  of 
be  dill  and  condition  which  could  fcarce- 
)y  have  been  cxpei^led,  on  il*e  151!!  of 
Augud.  \Vhih\  o!  e  part  of  the  army 
advai  ctii  to  the  liead  of  Elk,  llic  other 
continued  at  the  Unding-plarc,  to  ;  ro- 
te^t  and  forward  the  arfilh  ry,  and 

ncccfia’y  pioviiions;  the  (ieiier.il  iu>t  ucr- 
ir.ittinp  the  troops  to  be  niuch’incumbe  • 
led  with  hargage  ;  indeed  the  fearcity  of 
carriage  lenc'crcd  even  a  great  alnid^c- 
jnent  in  the  article  of  tents  iieceff.ivy. 

In  the  mean  time,  0:neral  k\’^aftiing- 
ton,  with  the  army  from  the  JerfcNV, 
l  ad  r»  turned  to  the  defence  of  PhiluVl- 
phia,  and,  upon  the  advice  of  the  dciccnt 
•-t  Lik,  aiivti'ccd  to  the  Brandy  wine 
Creek  or  Uiver,  which,  crofiing  the 
coutitry  about  lialf  way  to  that  city,  f^lls 
into  the  Ht U'vave.  'I'heir  brree,  inclu¬ 
ding  the  nvlitii,  amounted  to  t^,coo 
men,  whicli  w'z.-;  probably  abou  the 
ri!nd>»'i,  making  the  r.fcifl'ary  .illo.v.incn 
tor  pods  and  communications,  that  the 
royal  armv  con’d  bring  into  a.51ion. 

Sir  Wi  liam  Howe,  in  order  to  quitt 
and  conciliate  the  minds  of  the  people  in 
Vonnlylvania,  the  Delaware  conutic3, 
nnd  the  adjacent  parts  of  viand,  ai.d 
to  prevent  a  total  dcfti’iv.n  and  def  ii- 
t’  .'M  of  tlir  countiy  in  tt.c  front  oflhe 
arm^ ,  pnblilbed.  a  dec’iration,  in  whicli 
be  puiin’.fcvl,  that  the  Itiictelt  regniarify, 
gooil  order,  and  dibiplinc,  thould  he  i)!>- 
ferved  by  the  army,  ami  the  mod  prrfecf 
fccur  ty  and  ttTeClnal  protedion  atfon’.ed 
»  I  all  his  Ma-edy’s  peaceable  and  we!!- 
tliipolcil  lubjeds  ;  extcmiing  it  the  Tame 
l;.nc  this  frennty  and  piutcitlion  to  fuch 
peifors,  who  not  having  been  guilty  of 
aifutning  Icgillitive  or  judicial  authority, 
might  otlinwife  have  adtd  illegally  in 
InUirdinaic  hatiens,  upon  the  provifion 
cf  their  immediate  return  to  their  habi¬ 


tations,  and  peaceable  demeanour  for  the 
future.  He  alfo  offered  a  free  and  gene¬ 
ral  pardon  to  all  officers  and  foldiers  in 
arms,  who  Ihoiild  furrender  thcmfclvea 
to  the  royal  army. 

It  wag  not  till  the  3d  of  September 
that  the  army  was  enabled  to  quit  the 
head  of  Elk,  and  purfuc  its  courfe  to¬ 
wards  Philadelphia.  In  the  mean  lime 
the  enemy  had  advanced  from  the  Brandy- 
wire,  and  taken  polt  on  Red  Clay  Creek, 
from  whence  they  pufhed  detachmenti 
forward  to  occupy  difficult  pods  in  the 
woods,  and  to  interrupt,  by  continual 
Ikirmillics,  the  line  of  march,  /s  tl>e 
country  w’as  difficult,  woody,  and  not 
well  known,  and  that  the  genius  of  the 
enemy  lay  to  profit  offiich  circumftances, 
the  (Jeiieral  advanced  flowly,  and  with 
extr.iordina:*)  caution.  He  wasfr  ni  ne- 
ceffity,  as  well  ns  difpofition,  iparing  of 
his  tmops.  R-i  ruits  were  brought  from 
1  proiligious  iliAance,  and  procured  with 
liifiieulu  cvtMi  at  the  foiirce.  EA’cry  man 
killed,  vvouneb'd,  or  taken,  was  to  him 
.111  irn  parable  lot’s,  and  fo  far  as  it  w  ent, 
an  incurable  'veakening  of  the  army,  for 
the  prefeut  year  at  Icaft.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  enemy  were  at  home.  Every 
lof^  they  luftered  was  not  only  imme¬ 
diately  rrpairtd,  hut  the  mifitary  ability 
ctf  tne  fuivivorii  was  incrcafed  by  every 
dtllruduon  01  their  fellows. 

This  caution  could  not,  however,  pre¬ 
vent  fome  fki'-milhcp,  in  which  the  royal 
fnrccs  were  dm. >IL  .always  viftorious.  It 
d./c-  not  appear  that  the  Americans  made 
ab  the  uie  that  might  be  expected  of  the 
'■!  .images  whicli  the  country  afforded  for 
li.irraffitig  ;'nd  impeding  tl.e  progrefs  of 
the  Bruilb  army.  After  f'cveral  move- 
nuTits  on  both  fides,  the  enemy  retired 
beyon'l  ibc  Prandywine,  where  they  took 
p.jlV.  ffion  of  the  I.eights,  and  covered  the 
bui!^,  V  itli  an  evident  intention  of  difpu- 
liug  the  p  tfiage  of  that  river. 

In  Ih:^  fituation  the  Britiffi  army,  at 
<]-y  biCrtk,  advar.ccil  [Sept.  11.]  in  tw’o 
coi'M.ns  towards  the  enemy.  The  right, 
under  the  command  of  General  Knyp- 
haufen,  marched  dire(ffly  to  Chad’sFord, 
which  lay  in  the  center  of  the  enemy’* 
line,  where  they  expected,  and  were  pre¬ 
pared  for  the  principal  attack ;  their 
ri^ht  and  left  covering  other  Icfs  pradi- 
cable  fords  and  palfagcs  for  fome  miles 
on  cither  hand.  A  heavy  cannonade 
cf'inmenced  on  both  tides  about  tea 
o’clock,  wdiich  was  well  fupported  during 
the  day,  whilft  the  General,  to  amufe 
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ami  deceive  the  enemy,  made  repeated 
difpofitioiis  for  forcing  the  ford,  the  paf- 
fage  of  the  river  feenaing  to  be  his  imme¬ 
diate  and  determined  objev^l.  To  i»n- 
pedc  or  fruftrate  this  dclign,  they  had 
jpafR'd  fevcral  detachments  to  the  other 
I  fi  le,  who,  after  a  courfe  of  fkirmifhes, 

(  fometimes  advancing,  and  at  others  ob¬ 
liged  to  retire,  were  at  length  finally, 
with  an  eager  pnrfnit,  driven  over  the 
river.  Thus  the  noife  and  femblance  of 
a  battle  was  held  up,  and  the  expectation 
kept  continually  alive  to  the  mod  imme¬ 
diate  and  decifive  confeOjiienccs. 

VVhillt  the  attention  <^f  the  Americans 
was  thus  fully  occupied  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  Chad’s  Ford,  and  that  they  fup- 
pofed  the  whole  royal  force  was  in  their 
front.  Lord  Cornwallis,  at  the  head  of 
I  the  fccond  column,  took  a  long  circui¬ 
tous  march  to  the  left,  until  he  gained  the 
Forks  of  the  Brandywine,  where  the  di- 
ivifionof  the  river  rendered  it  of  courfe 
more  practicable.  By  this  very  judicious 
movement,  his  LordOiip  palled  both 
branches  of  the  river  at  Trimble’s  and  at 
Jeffery’s  Fords,  without  oppofition  or 
difficulty,  about  two  o’clock  ii)  the  after¬ 
noon,  and  then  turning  Ihort  down  the 
liver,  took  the  road  to  Dilworth,  in  order 
to  fall  upon  the  enemy’s  right.  • 

General  Wafliington  having,  however, 
received  intelligence  of  this  movement 
about  noon,  endeavoured,  as  well  as  he 
could,  to  provide  againfl  its  cffeift,  by  de¬ 
taching  General  Sullivan,  with  all  the 
force  he  could  venture  to  withdraw  from 
the  main  body,  to  oppofc  Lord  Cornwal¬ 
lis.  Sullivan  fliewed  a  confiderable  Iharc 
of  judgment  and  ability  in  the  execution 
of  this  commiflion.  He  took  a  very 
Brong  pofition  on  the  commanding 
grounds  above  Birmingham  church,  with 
his  left  extending  towards  the  Brandy^ 
wine,  his  artillery  advantageoufly  difpo- 
fed,  and  both  flanks  covered  with  very 
thick  woods. 

As  this  difpofition  obliged  Lord  Corn- 
walli-^  to  form  a  line  of  battle,  it  was 
about  four  o’clock  before  the  aCtion  be¬ 
gan.  Neither  the  good  difpofition  of  the 
enemy,  the  advantages  of  fitiution,  nor  a 
heavy  and  well  fupported  fire  of  (mail 
arms  and  artillery,  were  at  all  fuffieient 
to  reftrain  the  impeluoiity  of  the  Britifli 
and  Hcfli  in  troops.  The  light  infantry, 
cliafTeurs,  grenadiers,  and  guards,  rnfliing 
on  through  all  obltacles  and  dingers, 
drove  the  enemy,  in  fpitc  of  all  their  ef¬ 
forts,  though  nut  without  a  fpirited  op- 


pofition,  from  their  ports,  and  purfuei 
them  pell-mell  into  the  woods  in  their 
rear.  In  the  mean  time,  a  part  of  the 
enemy’s  right,  which  had  not  been  bro¬ 
ken,  took  a  fccond  ftrong  pofition  in  a 
wood  on  the  fame  fide,  from  whence, 
after  foinc  confiderable  reliftance,  they 
were  diflodged  and  piirf  ied  by  detach¬ 
ments  from  the  fecond  line. 

Several  bodies  of  the  troops  that  w’crc 
firrt  engaged,  got  fo  deeply  entangled  in 
tlie  woods,  through  the  cageriiefs  of  pur- 
fuit,  that  they  were  not  able  to  rejoin  the 
army  before  night.  In  the  mean  {time, 
as  the  main  and  colledcd  body  continucci 
advancing,  they  came  upon  a  corps  of  the 
enemy  wnich  had  not  yet  been  engaged, 
afid  which  had  taken  pufTcffion  of  a  rtrong 
port,  to  cover  the  retreat  of  the  defeated 
wing  of  their  army,  A  very  warm  en¬ 
gagement  now  enfued,  and  this  port  wa» 
fo  vigoroufly  defended,  that  it  was  fomc 
time  after  dark  before  it  could  be  forced. 
The  darkncls,  the  uncertainty  of  the 
ground,  of  General  Knyphaiifen’s  fitua- 
tion,  together  with  the  extreme  fatigue 
which  the  troops  had  undergone,  in  a 
long  march  and  fevere  adHon,  which  had 
fcarcely  admitted  of  the  finillert  refpite 
during  the  whole  courfe  of  the  day,  all 
concurred  in  preventing  the  army  fro.m 
purfuing  its  advantages  any- farther. 

General  Knyphaufen,  afte**  fuccefsfnlly 
amiifing  the  enemy  all  day  with  the  ap- 
prehenfion  of  an  attack  which  he  did  not 
intend,  made  his  paflTage  good  in  the  even¬ 
ing,  when  he  found  that  they  were  .al¬ 
ready  deeply  engaged  on  the  right,  lie 
carried  the  entrenchment,  and  took  the 
battery  and  cannon  which  defended  and 
covered  Chad’s  Ford.  At  this  inftant, 
the  approach  of  foine  of  the  Driiirti 
tronps,  who  liad  been  entangled  in,  and 
had  penetrated  through  the  woods,  threw 
the  enemy  into  fuch  conrternation,  that 
an  immediate  retreat,  or  rather  flight, 
took  place  in  all  parts.  The  latenefs  and 
darknefs  of  the  evening  prevented  a 
purfuit  here,  as  it  had  done  on  the  right. 

A  few  hours  more  day-light  would 
have  been  undoubtedly  productive  of  a 
total  and  ruinous  defeat  to  the  Ameri¬ 
cans. 

A  part  of  the  troops,  among  wffiom 
w'cre  particularly  numbered  fome  of  the 
Virginian  regiments,  and  the  whole  corps 
of  artillery,  behaved  exceedingly  well  in 
fome  of  the  actions  of  this  day,  exhibit* 
ing  a  degree  of  order,  firmnefs,  and  refo- 
lutijn,  and  preferving  fuch  a  cuunte- 
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nanrr,  in  ciitrcmcly  (harp  fcrvice,  as 
u'oii.tl  not  iia»c  tiifgraccil  veterans, 
iionu-  other  bn  lies  ol'  thrir  troops  be- 
y  l)ai!!v.  Their  lofs  was  very 
jb  c,  v.’hi':h  probably  w-as  the 
I'oiL  that  ii  w.o  not  particnl-irlr  Ipeci- 
fr  t  i!i  their  ow.i  accounts.  In  the 
7 f.e  it  wa.T  computed  at  about.  300  kil- 
Irii,  v.'t'tuulcv!,  and  near  4(0  taken 
priiotiers.  i'hjy  .tilo  loft  fen  tm.all  tieid- 
pivt'c*:,  .Hid  a  )u»\v:lzer,  ot  which  all  but 
i‘ne  w’:ie  br-if;;. 

'I'lic  lofs  in  the  royal  army  was  not  in 
pitipfiftion,  hciiiy  lurnelliin^  inuler  five 
liiiiuhtd,  of  w'lch  the  llain  d.id  not 
iu.onii!  to  oiR  fifth.  'I  he  officers  fudVred 
t  onfuler.:bly,  ifpec  illy  in  wounded,  lla)’ 
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MAGAZINE,  OR 

The  present  unhappy  conteft  wa*  fo 
interellifii;  to  foreigners,  and  rendered 
America  lb  conTpicuoui  a  theatre  of  ac¬ 
tion,  that  it  drew’  bold  and  enterprizing 
fpiriis  from  diiferent  parts  of  Europe, 
either  merely  in  fearch  of  plory  and  rank, 
or  to  acquire  military  expeiiencc  amd  im¬ 
provement.  Among  the  numerous  iii- 
hances  of  this  nature  wliich  might  be 
given,  a  few  are  ncccfiary,  and  will  be 
liiflicie'Ut :  The  iMartpiis  dc  la  Fayette,  a 
young  French  nobleman  of  the  firlt  rank, 
and  of  large  fortune,  was  fo  carried  away 
by  his  enthufiafm,  as  to  purchafe  and 
fieiglit  a  Ihip  with  military  ftores  (in 
which  he  embarked  with  fcveral  vH  his 
friends)  for  the  fervicc  of  the  Americans  ; 
he  bore  a  command,  and  was  wounded 
in  this  acMion.  The  Baron  St  Ovary,  ano¬ 
ther  I'rench  volunteer,  for  whole  i  tleafc 
the  Congrefs  Ihewed  a  particular  atten¬ 
tion,  was  foon  after  made  a  prifoiier. 
l)e  Coudray,  a  French  General,  was  about 
this  time  drowned  in  the  Scliuyikill,  thro’ 
hi^  eagerr.efs  to  come  in  time  into  adion. 
Uoche  de  Fermoy  w’as  a  member  of  the 
council  of  war,  who  had  figned  the  refo- 
liition  for  abandoning  Ticondcroga.  Pu- 
lawfki,  a  n')ble  Pole,  commanded  a  de¬ 
tachment  of  Amciican  light  horfe  in  the 
adioii  of  the  Brandywine.  Count  Gra- 
boufki,  another  Polilh  nobleman,  was 
.about  the  fame  time  killed  on  the  North 
River,  exhibiting  great  intrepidity  on  the 
Britilli  fnle,  and  bellowing  his  laft  breath 
in  cficomiiims  on  the  undaunted  courage 
difplayed  by  tlie  partners  of  his  danger, 
ami  witncflVs  of  his  fall. 

It  is  to  be  cbferved,  that  in  the  battle 
of  tlie  Bran(.lywine,  the  rebel  forces  were 
met  in  ihe  open  field,  and  with  no  very 
great  advantage  of  fituation.  A  viflory 
wiscleaily  obtained  over  them;  hut  it 
wufiot  of  that  final  and  dccifivc  kind 
which  t''e  public  had  expedled  as  the 
certain  confi-qiicrncc  of  ftich  a  meeting. 
People  larely  confider  how  much  trivial 
and  acc.icnlal  clrcumAances  render  all 
•Jun  of  this  kind  extremely  uncertain, 
eve:,  with  a  fuperiority  of  troops,  or 
go-.>dneii  of  grnerallhip.

Account  of  fame  of  the  Western 
Islands  of  Scotland:  By  a  Gentleman 
eivho  'vijited  them  laft  Summer, 

ifland  Ellan-an-more,  as  it  is 
1  next  to  the  continent,  falls  ftrlt  to 
be  deferibed.  It  is  lituated  abotit  a  league 
not  Ih- weft  from  the  point  of  Napp  in  the 
county  of  Argyle.  Here  there  was  for¬ 
merly  a  family,  but  none  at  preftnt. 
There  is,  however,  an  handfome  chapel, 
called  Kllmnhartiock,  I'he  entry  to  it  is 
Irom  the  fonth.  The  cliancel  ia  ft  ill 
roofed.  The  altar  and  fottt  remain.  He- 
low  the  font  arc  three  heaila,  perhaps  in 
allulioJt  to  the  Triwity.  Beneath  an  arch 
»)n  {hr  fonth  fide,  we  have  the  figure 
Icemin^ly  of  a  clergyman  King  on  his 
back,  cut  (Alt,  with  no  nnall  art,  on  a 
ft(»nc  of  rough  blue  marble.  On  the 
raft,  at  a  little  diftance  from  the  chaptl, 
there  is  a  fepulchrrd  inclofure,  w  iUi  an 
liigh  fto’ie  in  the  middle,  faid  to  be  the 
place  where  St  Maharnock,  the  founder 
of  the  cmpel,  was  bniicd.  To  the  foulh, 
Lt  a  further  diftance  from  the  chapel,  on 
a  ilfing  ground  haril  by  tlie  fea,  is  an 
elegant  crofs,  eight  feet  high, from  whence 
to  every  ptfiiii  you  have  a  molt  grand 
and  cxtenlive  vievv.  This  ifland  appears 
to  he  two  miles  in  circumference.  It  is 
called  Ellati'an'  moref  to  diftingiiifli  it 
from  two  Iclicr  iflands  almoft  adjoining 
to  it.  All  the  three  afford  rich  feeding 
for  cattle,  and  yield  the  proprietor  twen¬ 
ty  p.iunds  Sterling  per  annum. 

1  rorn  i'llan  an- more  to  Lagg,  the  nca- 
reft  place  of  landir.g  in  the  ifland  of  Jura, 
are  two  league**.  Here  is  a  good  natural 
harbour,  fulEciently  barricaded  againft 
any  ftorms  that  may  arife  from  the  north 
and  weft.  Above  this  to  the  north,  the 
bay  of  Laegan  an-Tarbct,  from  the 
found  of  Ifla,  penetrates  far  into  the 
illard,  and  almoft  divides  it.  In  this  bay 
ihips  have  oUeii  found  fafety,  after  Jhe 
n  oft  imminent  dangers.  The  north 
part  of  the  ifland  is  feparatetl  from  Scar* 
bi  by  the  very  d.ingerous  gulf  of  Corre* 
rechtan,  above  a  mile  in  breadth.  Corr 
in  Cahe  li^nilies  the  boiling  of  a  pot, 
and  indeed  it  mucli  refembles  that  phe¬ 
nomenon  at  certain  times  of  the  tide, 
and  increafes  gradually,  until  it  appears 
in  irany  whirlpools,  which  foim  them- 
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felves  into  kinds  of  pyramids,  and  then 
imme<iiately  rife  up  as  high  as  the  maft. 
of  a  little  velFcl,  and  at  the  fame  time 
make  an  horrid  and  dreadful  noile.  Ibne 
Rcclitan,  the  fon  of  a  Danifli  king,  pei  idl¬ 
ed.  His  body,  according  to  Martin,  was 
caft  afhore  in  the  north  of  Jur;.,  and 
buried  in  a  cave,  where  there  arc  a  ftonc 
tomb  and  an  altar.  Hence  the  name  of 
the  gulf  is  that  of  Corrercchlan.  Fhe 
lafeft  time  of  paflTing  it,  is  either  wdicn 
it  is  liigh-water,  or  when  there  is  a  very 
low  ebb. 

In  the  way  fouth,  after  you  pafs  Eagg, 
on  tlie  left  hand,  you  have  a  view  of 
the  ruins  of  a  Danilh  fort,  and  of  ano¬ 
ther  on  the  north- ealt  lide  of  the  biy  of 
Ardmenifli  ;  t!ie  former  is  called  D^un- 
ti-chro-nuut  that  is,  the  mournful  fort, 
and  the  other  Rou-dcun-an,  '1  he  bay  of 
Ardmenifli  a(Tui<lhan  agite»»ble  profped. 
Ships  of  the  grcatell  burden  often  (top 
here,  and  arc  entirely  file.  I'Vom  tli’s 
bay  you  have  a  nigh  view  of  the  four 
great  mouotarus  of  the  ifland  ;  of  which 
the  two  highelt  arc  well  known  to  fea- 
faring  men  by  the  ramc  of  the  Paps  of 
Jura.  Tlicy  nie  very  confpicilcus  from 
all  quarters,  butii  by  iVa  and  land.  I'he 
lieight  of  the  fonth  pap,  from  the  level 
of  tlie  fea,  accunling  to  Mr  Banks,  in 
t  wo  thonland  thi  ce  hnndreil  and  ninety- 
four  feet.  Bc'foic  yon  reach  A’^onvale, 
tlie  hrgeft  river  in  the  ifland,  you  pals 
tvvo  large  ftones  in  the  line  of  tlie  r**ad, 
erci^ied,  as  it  is  faiil,  in  memory  of  twd 
brothers,  who  here  killed  one  another, 
anil  whole  urns  arc  to  be  found  beneath 
tlicfe  ftonei,.  It  is  laid  alfo  they  were 
of  Danilh  extratflion  ;  that  the  ifland  wag 
divided  betwixt  themj  and  that  the  name 
of  the  one  was  Dih,and  that  of  the  other 
Rah.  And  hence,  as  Ibme  think,  the 
iflaiul  was  called  Jura,  which  in  Galic 
fignifies  or  unpro/perons.  Oihei* 

are  of  opinion  that  it  had  not  its  name 
from  this  incident,  but  from  deerj  with 
which  it  abounded,  for  the  Norwegians 
called  it  Deira,  that  is,  the  llle  ot  Deer: 
And  (till  a  conliderablc  number  of  thefe 
noble  animals  are  to  be  found  in  the 
ifland,  as  Pennant  obferves. 

Thvre  is  another  moft  beautiful  hay, 
which  begins  at  the  fouth-weft  point  of 
the  bay  of  Ardmenifli,  anil  reaches  to 
the  point  of  Cralghonfe.  Its  extent  is 
above  three  miles  ;  in  the  middle  of 
which  there  is  a  cron  ercdteil,  and  a  pait 
of  it  ftill  remains.  Beyond  the  Crofs,

I  he  rivlc  from  Aiclrtn  to  the  ferry 
of  Jma,  oppoldc  to  Portallin,  is  far 
from  being  d’lagreeable.  On  the  one 
haml,  \oii  have  the  prorpeils  of  vaiions 
heiils  ol  cattle,  and  v.iri..'u3  flocks  of  llicep 
niid  goats,  and  the  very  lolty  hills  of 
Jma,  which  may  he  fuppofed  :is  fruitful 
of  valuable  ore  as  tl'.ofe  of  the  ncigh- 
boming  ill  tnvls.  ('>n  the  other  hand,  yon 
have  the  fmiiul  of  Ids  which  is  fifteen 
imles  liMig,  and  more  than  one  bioad. 
Here  von  may  r  liftive  flops  of  the  great- 
« *t  bui'lcn  palling  and  repaMing.  You 
Inve  not  only  a  view  e»f  the  moll  pm  ♦  of 
l!li,  but  (i  the  *»  ore  di Hart  bills  (d  O- 
r.inlay  and  (.hdonhiy.  Above  tiu*  ferry 
fd  |nia  Hure  is  a  place  called  Wiiite- 
Lilian,  \'l  -.’ir  veflels  ufe  t(»  anchor. 

From  the  north  weft  I'lde  of  one  of  the 
paps  before  mentioned,  there  runs  a  nar¬ 
row  Hripe  of  rock  from  the  fummiit,  and 
t(‘rir:mat(  s  in  the  Tea.  It  is  ralLd  Scrib- 
bv’-an*l.;lllch,  lliyt  is,  tlie  S’ifle  of  the  Old 
Wife,  aiul  various  traditional  (lories  arc 
related  r'onct  i  ning  it.

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the  iflirJ.  The  inoft  prevailing  iiriiames 
at  prcTcnt  arc  the  Campbells  and  Mac- 
iloii^als. 

The  common  paflag^  from  Jura  to  Ifla 
is  at  I‘ortr.ilin,  where  there  is  a  good 
pier  aiid  harbour.  Here  is  the  pofi- 
oiiice,  to  which  all  letters  arrive,  that 
are  dirctled  for  Jura,  111a,  Oranfiy  or 
Colvjiifiy.  rroru  this  a  j».n:kel-lloop 
I'wts  olF every  Tuel'day  toi  Tarbet  in  Can- 
lyre,  in  which  j)aliengcrs  may  htid  lulh- 
cient  accommodaiion.  In  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood  of  Portallin  arc  the  lead  mines 
of  lll.i.  'J’hey  were  carried  on,  i»f  old, 
by  trenching,  and  the  veftiges  of  the 
i*eMchc<  hill  appear.  It  is  faid  by  fomc 
that  ihtfc  mines  were  kno^n  even  lo  tally 
iis  liic  liii.e  cf  the  Norwegians. 

About  a  mile  from  Portallin,  on  the 
right  hand  of  the  road  lo  Kilirue,  there 
is  a  crofs  erciJfcd  of  ten  leet  high,  and,  a 
little  beyond  it,  a  burying-placc  called 
Kit  callum'killy  that  is,  the  cell  or  leligi- 
ous  hoiilc  of  CoUimba,  which  imports, 
tliat  Jit  Culumba  had  a  chapel  here  dedi¬ 
cated  to  him.  A  mile  north  from  thi#  is  a 
narrow  piece  of  water,  that  has  the  appel¬ 
lation  ct{  L9ch-un'la^iiany  or  Loch/inlagan, 
at  the  foot  of  which  there  is  a  little  ifl  ind, 
where  you  obferve  the  ruins  of  a  lort,  of 
a  religious  lioufe,  and  of  various  other 
buildings.  Here  the  great  Macdonald  rc- 
hJed  ;  here  his  fupremc  court  of  judica¬ 
ture,  which  confided  of  fourteen  perfons, 
alfo  redded  ;  and  here,  .wecordiiig  to  Mar¬ 
lin,  was  afloncfevcn  feet  Iquare,  in  whicli 
deep  imprclHons  were  made  for  receiving 
his  feet  when  he  was  crowned  King  of 
the  liles,  and  fworn  to  maintain  the 
rights  of  his  fubje^s  and  valTals.  As 
ioon  as  he  made  oath,  his  father’s  I'word 
was  put  into  his  hand,  and  the  bifhop  of 
liie  iiles,  accompanied  with  feven  priefts, 
t.noiiited  him  ;  and  the  bards  concluded 
the  I'ccne  by  reciting  the  names  of  his 
ancchors,  and  their  mighty  feats  and  at- 
chitvements.  Prom  Portallin  to  Kilirue 
li.rrc  is  a  very  good  road,  well  peopled 
am'  cultivated  on  both  fulcs. 

At  Kilirue  are  the  ruins  of  an  ancient 
Church.  Near  the  raft  end  of  it  ftood  for¬ 
merly  a  crofs;  the  pedeflal  and  part  of  ilwr 
half  (»f  the  crols  ate  to  be  feen  in  the 
church-yard,  v\  Uet  c  thcrcarea  great  rnany 
remarkable  grave  Hones.  Here  Mr  Camp¬ 
bell  <»f  SluH  field,  to  whom  the  Whole 
ifland,  excepting  a  fc-ii  or  two,  belongs, 
has  an  houfe,  which  does  not  indeed 
make  a  very  grand  appearance  ;  but  the 
olhccs  he  is  jcU  now  rearing  up  arc 


noble  ;  the  fields  around  are  rirh,  well  cul¬ 
tivated,  and  properly  inclofed.  In.provc- 
mtntsof  all  kinds  are  advancing  wiih  a 
rapid  progref*.  'I'hc  lilualion  is  inoit 
ilelightfiil,  and  commands  an  cxtcnlive 
profpcift.  It  is  fuuated  at  the  head  of  the 
bay  of  Locli-an  daal,  which  is  tiiurteen 
miles  loiig,^aiid  in  tome  td.ices  iix  or  civ  hi 
broad ;  and  w  hich,  fo  l.ir  as  it  goes, 
bifctJts  ill  a  pretty  manner  the  ifland.  In 
this  hay  are  always  a  gieat  many  tilhing 
boats,  and  fometiines  a  coiiiiderabie 
number  of  fl.ips.  Oreat  qu^mtilies  of 
excellent  herrings  were  taken  here  in 
October  1770;  the  like  had  not  been  ob- 
lei  ved  for  an  hundred  years  before. 

'i'wo  miles  from  Kilirue,  at  Boumore, 
hard  by  the  lake,  on  a  floping  bank,  was 
lately  built  a  neat  regular  village,  witli 
an  elegant  church  to  the  fouth,  fronting 
the  flrcct,  which  is  very  large  and  fpa- 
cioiis.  'i  he  houfes  art  very  convciiienr, 
well  lighted,  and  generally  covered  w  ith 
tiles  or  flatcs.  Hue  every  year,  in  the 
lall  w  etk  excepting  one  in  the  moiitli  of 
Augiift,  there  is  a  well  frequented  fair, 
tor  horics,  cows,  and  •'ivtra  other  cun;- 
modities. 

From  Boumore  to  the  foiithcrn  coafl 
of  the  ifland,  the  road  is  not  very  good  J 
but  you  have  a  full  view  of  the  lake,  and 
w  hat  arc  called  the  Rinns  on  each  fide  of 
it.  You  pafs  the  water  of  I.aggan,  and 
go  along  the  bay  of  I.och-aii-laggan, 
which  eonftitutcB  a  part  the  great. b.’.y 
of  l>och-an-daal. 

The  firft  objedf  that  prefents  itfelf  on 
the  fouthern  coaft  is  the  pretty  bay  of 
Lothian  ;  the  extent  of  which  appears  lo 
be  about  three  miles.  Near  the  middle 
of  it  arc  the  ruins  of  a  chapel,  called 
KilrtUughlotiy  and  a  bni  ying  place.  Above 
the  bay  is  Balncil,  where  there  is  a  f.!-, 
rnoua  ohelifk  fourteen  feet  high,  and  <'f 
proportionable  breadth;  Contiguous  to 
it  is  a  tnmulus  or  mount,  fecmingly  arti¬ 
ficial.  Almoft  bppoHle  to  this  is  the 
ifland  of  Texa,  where  yon  find  a  ruiiioiii 
chapel  with  an  altar.  In  this  ilUnd,  it  is 
laid,  when  it  was  iii  its  prime  of  glory, 
various  arts  and  fuienccs  were  taught, 
and  taught  with  fuccefs.  A  little  above 
thi^,  on  the  eaflcrii  wing  of  a  frrall  bay, 
ftands  the  luincd  cahle  of  Doun-iu- 
oiaig,  aiicieiitly  the  habitation  of  the 
famous  Macdonald :  It  was  furrouiulcd. 
on  the  acccinblc  pot  by  an  high  rampait 
and  foiTa,  over  which  there  has  been  a 
ill aw'-bridge.  Immediately  beyond  this,- 
iu  ilic  dklt,  are  tt;c  traces  of  nrauy  builtiS 
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ing^.  fiifTicicntly  hnrric.iJcd  on  all  hin^h 
bv  fm.i!!  locky  hills.

oats,  and  Dnt,  are  extremely  tine.  Va?l 
quantities  of  whilky  are  diltilled  here 
every  year,  and  they  have  not  only  enough 
of  this  liquor  far  themfelvcs,  but  ate  ena¬ 
bled  to  fupply  thtir  neighbours.  They 
h.ave  a  great  many  goats,  conliderablc 
numbers  of  fliccp,  but  no  foxes  to  dilturb 
or  annoy  them.  The  rental  of  this  ifland 
amounts  at  leaft  to  feven  thoufand  pound* 
Steiling  per  annum. 

It  is  obferved,  th.at  Crovan  the  Norwe¬ 
gian,  after  his  cotujuefl  of  the  Kle  of  Man, 
in  io66,  retired  to  lll.i,  and  there  tiniihed 
his  days.  How  longtiic  Danes  potrelVed 
it  is  not  known,  but  they  left  many  forts, 
the  ruins  of  which  arc  ftiil  to  be  fecn. 
And  certain  it  is  there  are  more  Danilh 
and  Norwegian  lirnames  in  this  ilhnd 
than  in  any  other.  On  the  retreat  of  the 
Danes,  it  became  the  feat  of  the  Macdo¬ 
nald?,  Lords  of  the  Kies,  and  coiuimied 
in  their  f.imily  until  the  forfeiture  of  John, 
lad  Lord  of  the  Ifles,  who  claimed,  as  his 
father  and  grandfather  had  done,  the  title 
of  Earl  of  Rofs.  And  this  happened  in 
the  end  of  the  reign  of  James  III.  or  be* 
ginning  of  that  of  James  IV.  [Douglas's 
Peerage,  P.  36a. J.  It  was,  according  to 
Pennant,  in  the  pofTtflion  of  a  bir  James 
Macdonald  in  1598  ;  but  the  King  irrita¬ 
ted  by  the  feuds  and  didurhanccs  he  had 
raifed,  refumed  the  grant  made  to  him 
by  his  predccellors,  and  trainsterrcd  it  to 
Sir  John  Lanipbell  of  Calder,  on  paying 
live  hundred  pounds  flerling  t>f  fcii-duty. 

As  Ilia  is  the  moll  fertile,  as  well  as  the 
mod  populous  ot  all  the  illands  in  thefc 
regions,  fo  it  bec.ime  the  more  famou: 
on  account  of  its  being  the  dated  habita¬ 
tion  o'f  the  Macdonalds,  lords  of  the  ides 
who  were  not  only  folemnly  crowned 
and  confidered  as  Kings  by  their  imme 
iliatc  valhils  and  fubjecls,  but  by  fortigii 
potentates  and  dates.  In  the  year  1400, 
Donald,  lord  of  the  illes,  and  John  de 
Hie,  his  brother,  got  a  fafe*cundu<lt  from 
Henry  IV.  to  come  to  England,  with  an 
liundrcd  hories  in  their  retinue,  in  order 
to  irt.it  of  a  peace  with  tl;e  Kngliih,  for 
ihtini.Jves  ami  their  fi lends  and  coiiinc 
tioms  (  Douglas’s  Peerage,  p.  360  j.  'Phi 
iame  1-1.1  ng  in  1405,  gave  a  power  to  his 
commidioners  to  treat  wiiii  them  con 
cerning  a  find  peace  in  tlwir  own  conn 
try  [Rymer’s  I're.ler.x.].  In  a  irncc;, 
1 114,  between  this  Ringa-.  luccellor  Henry 
V.  and  the  I'lcnch  King,  Donald,  lord  of 
the  illes,  and  John  Stanley  of  Man,  arc  in¬ 
cluded  as  Independent  princes.  And  two 
yeai>  thereader,  tlicy  arc  both  meatioueJ

WHAT  an  unfortnnatr  nn.ala'’y  is 
the  evil  fpiritof  publication  1  atid 
how  many  rclpeilible,  as  well  as  ridi¬ 
culous  pcifoiiages  in  the  three  kingdoms 
are  grievoufly  afUicted  by  it  ;  fonr.etiincs 
too  in  luci)  a  manner,  as  to  find  theru- 
I'elves  not  only  in  ludicrous,  bat  lament¬ 
able  lituations  !  — 1  (hall  now  proceed  to 
treat  of  this  reigning  difteinper  in  a  re¬ 
gular  methodical  way.  from  the  very  firft 
llight  fymptoins  of  its  pruritus  to  the 
confii  med  and  ahrn^ing  Gacoeth.es  ;  and 
as  I  go  along  from  llage  to  ftage,  1  Oiall 
dtl'cribe  its  prognoftics,  diagnoftlcs,  and 
methods  of  cure  ;  dividing  my  difeourfe 
under  three  heads:  In  the  firft  place,  I 
Dull  conlider  its  catife  and  life  fimply, 
and  uuconnedted  witli  lieterogeneous 
matter.  Secondly,  i  Dull  Diow  it  in  its 
inoft  florid  and  iiiu.uiicd  piroxyfm,  as 
lliinulated  by  ambition,  and  thitft  of  po¬ 
pular  npplaufe.  Thirdly,  I  Dial!  treat  of 
it  as  declining,  "and  its  dying  embers  fan¬ 
ned  to  life  by  a  bookfeller,  with  a  few 
guineas  in  a  green  filk  purfe. 

Firft  then,  as  to  the  luUiral  rife  of  this 
iliibrder,  it  is  like  Sir  John  FalHatfb;  apo¬ 
plexy,  as  I  take  it,  “  a  kind  of  Deeping 
in  tue  blood,”  and  has  its  oiiginal  from 
■rief,  brovvu  ftndics,  and  mncli  pertwrba- 
tion  of  the  brain  ;  from  whence  it  de- 
bends  by  certain  nerves  and  fihies  to  the 
iugeih,  where  it  excites  an  intolerable 
rclting,  onb'  to  be  mitigated  by  the*  mo¬ 
tion  of  rubbing  a*  pointed  quill  up  and 
down  a  Duct  of  white  papb* ;  when  a  man 
1  cdS  this,  and  at  the  fame  time  labours 
under  a  violent  fucCwiTion  of  crude  ideas 


in  the  brain,  he  may  look  upon  theic 
fym[)tons  as  the  furc  prognoftics  of  the 
approaching  eVil.

madmen  know  !”  fo  that  now  we  come 
to'confider  the  diftemper  in  the  fccond 
point  of  vew,  in  its  moft  florid  and  in- 
fluneil  paroxy.'m,  as  ftimulated  by  am¬ 
bition  and  thirft  for  applaufe. 

And,  mercy  upon  us!  what  a  feene 
opens  !  with  what  infinite  vaiicty  the 
prefs  1 ’.N)ur5  !  iiow  vail  are  the  produc¬ 
tions  of  this  refined  age  I  The  paffions 
are  now  let  loofe,  and  every  author  feels 
the  facred  rage  of  love,  philofophy,  tlie 
fine  arts,  flattery,  revenge,  difdain,— 
Mifchicf,  or  hunger,  fires  his  enraptured 
foul ;  ami  out  with  it  he  rnuft,  let  the 
confequence  be  what  it  will.  In  thi« 
cafe  it  is  very  difliciilt  to  preferibe  any 
mode  of  treatment  adequate  to  the  viru¬ 
lence  of  the  difoider.  An  ambitious  de¬ 
fire  to  arrive  at  cxccUciice  in  matteri 
worthy  of  our  purfuil,  is  truly  cbinmcn- 
dablc  :  and  to  be  able  either  to  give  plea- 
fare,  or  convey  inDru(5tioii  to  mankind, 
is  iu>  contemptible  acquilition  ;  but  here 
lies  the  misfortune  :  this  difeafe,  this  ca- 
coethes  ferihendiy  like  the  cunfumption, 
while  it  flatters  us  w'ith  the  vain  hopes  of 
frcfli  ftrength  and  vigour,  preys  upon  our 
vitals.  Let  an  aullior’s  real  abilities  he 
w'hat  they  will  (except  they  are  equally 
^great  indeed),  he  fancies  them,  in  the 
pride  of  iiis  heart,  not  inferior  to  thofe  of 
the  molt  admired  writers  this,  or  t»f 
any  other  age. — This  is  one  unhappy 
fymptoin  of  the  diforder,  and  progikdii- 
cates  the  very  favourable  crifis  to  the  pa¬

— 1  do  not  pretend  to  point  out 
thib  ftrd  cawfe,  V»iit  cannot  hvlp  fufpec- 
ting,  that  a  violent  Ihv'd  coming  froiti 
liic  louin-wcd  ha*  produced  Ihu  llrikiHg 
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identity  of  conformation  in  thefe  lands,  of  lava^  or  vitrified  flags  ofdrofs,  which 
though  I  can  neither  point  out  the  lime  1  fiippofc,  are,  like  all  vitrefeent  bodice, 
when  this  great  revolution  happened,  nor  electric  per  fe^  or  non-conductors;  the 
aflTign  any  realbn  for  its  operating  in  this  electricity  t»f  the  attnofpherc  is  perhaps 
manner.
